In Lord Salisbury’s judgment the contention of 
the United States now rests wholly upon the 
ukase of 1821 by the Emperor Alexander I. of 
Russia. The United States has at no time restod 
its argument solely on the ground mentioned, and 

government regrets that Lord Salisbury 
should have so misapprehended the American po- 
sition as to limit its basis of right in Bering Sea 
to the ukase of 1821. The United States has, 
among other grounds, insisted, without recurring 
to any of its inherited. and superior rights iu 
Alaska, that the government has as full authority 
for going beyond the three-mile line in case of 
proved necessity as Great Britain possesses.

Far 
outside the three-mile line the Parliament of 
Great Britain has attempted to control a body of 
water situated beyond the northeastern section of 
Scotland, 2,700 square miles in extent, and to di- 
rect that-certain methods of fishing shall not be 
used within that great body of water under a pre- 
scribed penalty. It will be observed that the in- 
hibition is not alone against British subjects, but 
against any person.

If Great Britain may thus.control an area of 
2,700 square miles of ocean on the coast of Scot- 
land, why may not the United States prescribe a 
space around the Pribyloff Islands in which sim- 
ilar prohibitions may beenforced?

It must not escape observation that the area of 
water outside the three-mile line on the coast of 
Scotland, whose control is assumed by Great 
Britain. 1s as large as would be found inside a line 
drawn from Cape Cod to Portland Harbor on the 
New England coast. Lord Salisbury reasserts his 
contention the words Pacific Ocean at the 
time of the treaty between Russia and Great 
Britain did include Bering Sea. Undoubtedly the 
Pacific Ocean includes Bering Sea in the same 
sense that the Atlantic Ocean includes the 
Gulf of Mexico, and yet it would 
be regarded as a very inaccurate 
statement to say that the Mississippi River flows 
into the Atlantic Ocean. I think Lord Salisbury 
fails to recognize the common distinction between 
the “Atlantic Ocean” and “the waters of the 
Atlantic.“ While the Mexican Gulf is not a part 
of the Atlantic Ocean, it would, I am sure, com- 
port with general usages to say that it belonged 
to the waters of the Atlantic, and, while Bering 
Sea is not technically a part of the Pacific Ocean, it 
undoubtedly belongs to the waters of the Pacific. 


Not a Geographical Controversy. 

The English Channel would not ordinarily be 
understood as ‘included in the term “Atlantic 
Ocean.” One would not say that Dover or Calais 
is on the coast of the Atlantic Ocean, and yet 
clearly the English Channel belongs to the waters 
of the Atlantic. In point of fact, therefore, ac- 
cording to the usage of the world, there is no dis- 
pute of any consequence between the two govern- 
ments on the geographical point under considera-

“BOODLE, NOT SALARY.” 


REASONS WHY A COUNTY COMMIS- 
SIONER IS SAID TO HOLD OFFICE. 


The Investigation by the County Board of 
Charges Against Messrs. Fleming and 
Thomas—Their Response to the Asser- 
tion That They Held High Carnival at 
the Insane Asylum-—Dr. Benson De- 
nounced—Chapman's Sensational Story— 
Conspiracy Alleged by the Accused. | 

Commissioner Fleming’s prediction that 
there would be a storm when the committee 
which was appointed by the County Board to 
investigate the County Board met proved true 
yesterday. 

The committee did meet and there was more 
ofastorm than most of the members bar- 
gained for. From the moment the meeting 
was called to order the bad blood which ex- 
ists between the factions displayed itself. It 
soon became personal warfare between Com- 
missioners Fleming and Lieb,who indulged in 
criminations and recriminations and called 
each other names to their hearts’ content. 

All the members of the committee— Messrs. 
Lieb, Brandt, Fleming, Cool, and Nelson— 
were present. Though the committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the board, it was well 
known that its real purpose was to investigate 
charges of misconduct at the Insane Asylum 
on the part of Messrs. Fleming and Thomas, 
and also the charge that they had attempted 
to intimidate County Agent Foley. The re- 
port of the first charge came through Dr. 
Benson, Supermtendent of the asylum, who 
told Gen. Smith about it and afterwards drew 
up a statement to the same effect. 

Both parties came prepared for a stubborn 
fight, Dr. Benson being accompanied by Attor- 
ney Sampson and Fleming also being repre- 
sented by a lawyer. Hostilities began when 
Chairman Lieb called Dan Healy to swear 
the witnesses. 

By what right do you swear these wit- 
nesses?’’ demanded Mr. Fleming. This is 
not a court of justice. Charges ere to be 
made against us by people who are not worth 
a dollar and——”’ 

I will not allow you to degenerate to per- 
sonalities,” shouted Gen. Lieb, interrupting 
Mr. Fleming. N 

Fleming Threatens Vengeance. 

“There is going to be an attempt,” per- 
sisted Mr. Fleming, “to smitch my char- 
acter, aud I want to give notice that if any of 
these witnesses slander me I will sue the 
slanderer, and if he hasn't a penny I will hold 
his body. Now you can go ahead with your 
swearing.” 

Mr. Healy declined to swear the witnesses 
nuless by general request of the committee. 
Gen. Lieb answered Mr. Flemmg by saying 
that if he was going to be investigated he 
would not fear to have witnesses sworn. 

There are people here today I wouldn't 
believe under oath, said Mr. Fleming. 

Attorney Sampson inquired if the commit- 
tee had power to compel testimony under 
oath, and Gen. Lieb replied that he claimed 
no such power. The witnesses were finally 
sworn, and Dr. Benson was called. 

His story was substantially as follows: One 
Thursday during December, 1890, he had gone 
down to the depot to meet Gen. Licb and 
Commissioner Nelson, As he was walking 
away from the train some one called him. He 
turned back and saw a man standing in the 
door of the baggage-car. It was Mr. Fleming, 
whom he did not recognize at first. Mr. 
Fleming jumped out of the car and told him 
that he and Commissioner Thomas had come 
out and did not want Gen. Lieb to know of 
their visit. He used strong language in 
speaking of myself, Dr. Brandt, and Gen. 
Lieb,“ said the witnesss. ar 

„What was it?“ asked Mr. Fleming. 

“ You said that Brandt, and Lieb, and my- 
self had done you up in the Insane Asylum 
committee, and that you would do us up later 
on. 
Mr. Fleming asked if Mr. Thomas heard the 
conversation, and a stormy scene ensued, in 
which Mr. Fleming said the gag law was be- 
ing resorted to by Lieb. The witness finally 
resumed and said he and Fleming had walked 
onStogether. Mr. Fleming, he said, repeated 
his insulting remarks and told him that had 
he (Fleming) been on the Insane Asy- 
lum committee and had Dr Benson 
been the right kind of aman there would have 
been stuff in it for both. They parted at 
the poorhouse and Mr, Fleming went on to 
the asylum. Later he was told that both 
Messrs. Fleming and Thomas were dinjng in 
the Supervisor’s room. He went there and 
found them. Mr. Thomas was at the table 
and Mr. Fleming was reclining on the sofa. 
They said that they were going to remain at 
the asylum that night. Dr. Benson then re- 
lated how he had agreed, at the solicitation of 
the Commissioners, to let a dance be held, 
though the regular dance night was Friday. 
“After the dance,” said he, they 
together with an attendant’ went to a turkish 
bath. Between 3 and 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing I was awakened by their return.“ 

The Intimidation Charge. 

Dr. Benson was then asked about a load of 
meat which was rejected in February and in 
consequence of which the butcher got dis- 
charged through Mr. Fleming, It was an at- 
tempt to show that Mr. Fleming used intimi- 
dation. 

Doctor,“ said Mr. Fleming, addressing 
Dr. Benson, do you thiuk that I would be 
such a fool as to talk about * boodle’ upon 
meeting you the first time in my life?“ 

**T can’t tell about that,” said Dr. Benson. 
I know you did.“ 

“Did you ever tell this story to Gen. 
Smith?“ broke in Mr. Thomas, 

„Not of my own accord,” said Dr. Benson. 
Gen. Smith asked me one day if certain 
Commissioners had not acted indecently at 
the asylum, and I then related the whole thing 
as I have here today.”’ 

Chauncey F. Chapman, the druggist at the 
asylum and former assistant superintendent, 
was the next witness. “It was 4:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon of the day the Commissioners 
were out there when I opened the door of 
Ward A,“ said Druggist Chapman, and saw 
a big man fully six feet high [this man he 
afterwards said was Fleming] going down the 
ward with his arms around two female attend- 
ants. Soon after some one told me Flemingand 
Thomas had ordered a dance. I went to see 
Dr. Benson and he asked me what he had 
better do. I told him there would be — if 
he allowed it and ——— if he didn’t, So he had 
better allow it, as then the — wouldn't be 
raised till after his reappointment. ‘All 
right,’ he said. ‘You attend to it, for I 
will not associate with such persons.’ I 
ordered the dance and took it in charge. 
During the progress of the dance the Commis. 
sioners asked me to take them down and get 
them a drink in the drug store. I did so and 
they kept me running down to the store till I 
was tired out. Must have had fifteen drinks. 
They always took Whisky.“ 

Did you drink too?“ asked Fleming, 

Drank Every Other Time. 

“Only every other time. After the dance 
they wauted to go to a Turkish bath, and at 
their request I filled up a basket with a dozen 
bottles of beer and a pint of whisky and we 
went to the bath. On the way there I asked 
Mr. Fleming why he was 80 anxiousto be

They are the most intamous, deliberate, 
and malicious lies I have ever heard human 
lips utter. The public knows that there is a 
combine on this board todo meup.

Commissioner Cool was not backward in 
expressing his disgust at the way the investi- 
gation had been conducted and did not hesi- 
tate to give an opinion that the charges would 
not be sustained. It was; in my opinion, 
spite-work, said he, and done purely for per- 
sonal reasons. The only result will be a feel- 
ing of disgust on the part of the public. I 
hope the board will have ite full of investiga- 
tions.“

SURETIES ON KIOLBASSA’S BOND 
SCHEDULE ONLY $5,406,000, 


The Law Requires That the City Treasurer 
Shall Give a Bond of About $16,000,000 
Approved by the Council Without Ex- 
amination—Carter H. Harrison Refuses 
to Schedule at All—The Treasurer's 
Agreement with His Bondsmen. 


It was discovered yesterday that the bond of 
City Treasurer Kiolbassa, which was approved 
by the Council Monday evening, is over $10,- 
000,000 short of what the law requires. It was 
stated at the Council meeting that the sureties 
on the bond had scheduled in the total sum 
of $16,000,000, The truth df the matter is 
they scheduled in the total sum of $5,406,000, 

The law requires that the bond of the Treas- 
urer shall equal the tax levy, miscellaneous re- 
Ceipts, and all special assessments. The tax 
levy for the year is a little over $10,000,000 and 
the other two items about $6,000,000, making 
the total for which the Treasurer should give 
bond about $16,000,000, According to the 
schedule of the sureties Mr. Kiolbassa is $10,- 
594,000 short. | 

Following are the amounts for which the 
sureties have scheduled: 
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What the Council Understood, 

The Council approved the bond on the un- 
derstanding that $16,000,000 worth of property 
had been scheduled. It was stated that Car- 
ter H. Harrison had not only scheduled for 
$3,000,000, but that M. C. McDonald sched- 
uled for $2,500,000. An examination of the 
records in the City Gerk's office shows 
that Mr. McDonald only made affidavit that 
he was worth $1,500,000, 

Several days ago City Clerk Van Cleave 
sent word to Mr. Harrison requesting him to 
call and schedule, and he came in yesterday 
and declined to do so. He said that 
the law only required a man who was not well 
known to make affidavit. He also stated that 
he understood when he signed the bond that 
he was liable for every dollar he was worth, 
and said that the same was true of those who 
had scheduled. | 
to the lawy he said, ifa man 


is liable for $200,000. The object of a man 
scheduling is to give the Council some idea as 
to whether the sureties are able to fulfill their 
obligation. 

“T would like to know,” said an official, 
„how we are to know how much Carter Harri- 
son is worth because he is well known. He 
is just the kind of a man one does not know 
how much he is worth.”’ : 

It was stated that the Corporation Counsel 
and the Controller had passed upon the bond of 
the Treasurer. This.is not correct, The law 
requires the Corporation Counsel to pass upon 
the form of the bond, but he is 
in no way held accountable for the 
financial standing of the sureties. Mr. May 
stated that he had not seen Mr. Kiol- 
bassa’s bond and that the law did not require 
him to examine it. 

„Frequently the Council refers the bond of 
the Treasurer to the Controller to examine, 
but the law Woes not require me to pass upon 
it, said Mr. May. 

The Council frequently has referred the 
bond of a City Treasurer to the Committee ou 
Finance. There may be a move to recon- 
sider the vote by which the bond was 
approved for the purpose of referring it, but it 
is not likely to be successful, as Mr. Kiol- 
bassa’s friends in the Council claim that the 
amount of the bond required is excessive. 

Kiolbassa’s Agreement. 


The fact that the bond is not in the full 
amount may have something to do with the 
agreement which Mr. Kiolbassa has entered 
into with Carter H. Harrison and others. It 


is as follows: ; 

CHI AGO, April 29, 1891.—To Carter H. Harrison 
and others—Gentlemen: In consideration of your 
executing and qualifying at my request. as sure- 
ties to the extent of 515,000. 000 on my official 
bond as City Treasurer of the City of Chicago, to 
which office I was elected the 7th day of April, 
1891, I hereby agree to and with you jointly and 
severally as follows: 

1. That I will appeint and keep in office as 
Assistant Treasurer and as chief bookkeeper such 
two competent persons as you may designate, 
provided such persons shall be capable, efficient, 
and of good character, and shall furnish me with 
satisfactory bonds for the faithful performance 
and discharge by them respectively of their 
duties. : 

2 All interest which shall accrue during my 
term of office upon any of the moneys of said city 
coming into my custody during said term shall, 
upon the receipt of the same, be turned over, ap- 
plied to and used exclusively for the use and bene- 
fit of said city and for no other purpose: provided, 
however, that I shall be allowed to retain there- 


from a sum not to exceed $30,000 per annum, 


which sum shall be applied in payment of my 
services and in the discharge of all the expenses 
of running and conducting said office. 

3. At any time during business hours any com- 
mittee appointed by yourselves may examine and 
inspect any and all of the books, papers. and 
documents kept by me officially in said office. 

Psrer KIOLBASSA. 

Mr. Kiolbassa said yesterday that the agree- 
ment was entered into on his own volition and 
that it was inspired upon his own suggestion.

TALK WITH KIOLBASSA’S ATTORNEY. 


Levy Mayer Gives His Reasons tor Holding 
the Dixon Ordinance Void. 

Levy Mayer, Treasurer Kiolbassa’s attor- 
ney, gave his reasons yesterday for holding 
that the Dixon ordinance naming the banks 
in which the city’s funds shall be deposited is 
void, He said: 

It was not in the power of the City Coun- 
cil to provide that each of the six banks shall 
give a bond in the penal sum of $2,500,000. 
The statute expressly provides that the bond 
must be at least for $15,000,000. The City 
Council ought to have provided either 
that each bank shall give $15,000,000 bond, or 
Mat the six banks shall jointly give a $15,000,- 
000 bond. The City Council had no authority 
5 divide the penalty of the bond into six frac- 

ons. 

The second reason why the ordinance is 
inapplicable to the present Treasurer is that 
by its terms it did not become an ordinance 
until after Mr. Kiolbassa was elected 
and had qualified. The law of the 
State prohibits the passage of an or- 
dinance which is ex post facto in its 
nature, or which undertakes to change or 
affect the compensation of an existing office- 
holder. The present ordinance by its own 
terms is retroactive, and therefore void. 
Furthermore it provides that the City Tregp- 
urer shall not deposit any of the city funds in 
any of the six banks mentioned in the ordi- 
nance until each has given abond in the 
sum of $2,500,000, to be first approved by 
the City Council. Those bonds have not 
been approved. It would therefore - be en- 
tirely ullegal for the City Treasurer to make 
any deposits in any of those six banks under 
that ordinance, 

A third reason is that national banks are 
prohibited under the law, as interpreted by the 
United States Controller and the United 
States courts, from giving any bonds, 
In other words, where a corporation is by 
law prohibited from doing an act, the per- 
formance of such an act by it.is ultra vires 
and without effect, and this is another reason 


why the ordinance. in question is void. Of the 


six banks nientioned in the ordinance the 
Fort Dearborn, Atlas, Metropolitan, National 


Bank of Tifinow. and Chicago National Banks 


are organized under the National Bank law. 
These banke tried to evade the provision of 
the ordinance requiring each bank to give a 
bond by having others furnish it. 

The City Treasurer, whose bond, in er- 
press language, provides that he shall be re- 
sponsible for the safe keeping of the city’s 
moneys, has, therefore, selected such respon- 
sible banks for their deposit as he deemed 
proper, and has entirely disregarded the void 
ordinance to which I have referred. Three 
banks have been chosen, and the money is al- 
ready in one of them. The agreement is that 
the interest shall be not less than the 2%¢ per 
cent mentioned in the ordinance, with this 

vantage, that during certain seasons of the 
year it will be higher. The names of the 
banks will be given out tomorrow as soon as 
they have furnished to Mr. Kiolbassa satis- 
factory bonds, which are now being drawn 
up. 

Corporation Counsel Miller, who has a sus- 
picion that -the Democratic majority in the 
Council and Finance committec, having de- 


‘termined to defeat the ordinance, will not 


call on him for an opinion as to its validity, 
said yesterday that he would not devote any 


time to a study of the question until he was 


called upon. 

“It is still my opinion, however, he said, 
‘‘that the orflinance is valid. I think at least 
that as it was not drawn for this Treasurer 
alone, but for future occupants of the office, it 
would be best to approve the bonds, take the 
case into court, and have it settled.

TO KNOCK OUT TSE TRUSTS. 


The Ferns Anti-Combination Bill Passes the 
House. 

Sryntarit p, III., May 7.—By an almost 
unanimous vote Mr. Ferns’ Anti-Trust bill 
passed the House today and was sent to the 
Senate.

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IN MEMORY OF VON MOLTKE. 


North Side Germans Hold a Memorial Meet- 


ing on the Soldier’s Death. 

The Germans of the North Side held a 
memorial meeting on the death of Von Moitke 
at the Clark Street Turner Hall last night. 
The stage was hung in black and draperies of 
the same somber hue were twined about a 
large portrait of the great soldier that stood 
at the front of the stage between oil paintings 
of Frederick William and“ William I. The 
German colors blended with the black forci- 
bly suggested patriotism for the Fatherland 
and sorrow for the loss of one of its most il- 
lustrious sons. Meinken’s Orchestra rendered 
Chopin’s Funeral March” and other appro- 
priate musical selections at intervals during 
the exercises. 

The principal address of the evening was de- 
livered by Herr von Massow of the Staats- 
Zeitung, who paid an eloquent tribute to the 
dead warrior. He said in part: The death 
of Count von Moltke removes from the theater 
of human affairs the greatest soldier and 
strategist of the age. He was one of three 
men upon whom the German Empire rested. 
In the affairs of that great nation William I., 
Bismarck, and Moltke constituted a triod that 
upheld the power of Germany and placed it in 
a proud place among civilized na- 
tions. William, the Emperor, rep- 
resen the executive ore. He 
controlled the vast machinery of the law 
which he administered for the best welfare of 
the people. Bismarck, the statesman, by his 
advice and suggestion, shaped these laws, and 
Moltke, the unparal soldier, upheld the 
rights of Germany on the field of battle, and 
settled by the force of arms the great princi- 

les of German liberty. It was during 

eltke’s lifetime Prussia, which had 
been an insignificant State, becameja power in 
Europe, and the dream of a united country 
— cherished by patriots became a reality. 
William I. and Bismarck played a great part 
in the scheme of federation by which Ger- 
many became the most powerful nation 
in Europe, but Moltke by his genius as a 
strategist and his talents as a soldier made it 
possible in the war of 1871 to = into execu- 
tion the brilliant schemes of his contempo- 
raries. Von Moltke did not, as many think, 
love war for its own sake. Like Grant, he 
saw in it the patriot’s hope for his country’s 
salvation, , realizing that war meant death, 
he never shrank from the co uences of a 
movement deliberately planned in his coun- 
— interest. a . 

n conclusion the speaker appealed to his 
countrymen in Chicago to emulate the great 
virtues of the hero whose name they were hon- 
oring, and especially to the younger genera- 
tion he held up Moltke’s character as an ideal 
model to be followed byevery young German. 

E. F. L. Gauss made the closing speech, re- 
ferring in general terms the rise of the 
German nation and the that Moltke had 
taken in its development.

VEGETABLES MAY BECOME A LUXURY. 


Possible Effect of the Reported Frost of 
Tuesday Night. 

Vegetables and fruit will be high in price 
this summer unless the ill effects of the cold 
are overestimated. Yesterday’s Tripunz 
contained dispatches from points in Illinois 
and other States reporting heavy frosts, and 
consequent killing of early vegetables, berries, 
and young plants. None of the vegetable 
commission merchants had received advices 
from their shippers or correspondents, their 
only information being the printed reports. 
They expect further intelligence as to the ex- 
tent of the harm in today’s mails. 

M. F. Jackson's manager said: “I do not 
believe that the frost will maternally affect 
prices. The only vegetables now growing are 
asparagus, rhubarb, and radishes. The cold 
may set the first two back a little.” 

D. C. Parker of Parker Bros. was not so 
hopeful. ‘“* We have heard nothing directly,“ 
he said, and I can scarcely believe that the 
frost was so hard as reported. Annaand Du- 
quoin, besides other points men- 
tioned in the telegrams, are centers 
of large strawberry produci regions. A 
frost in those sections would be disastrous and 
would kill all the berries now in bud. Our 
shipments now are from Tennessee and are 
just repiacing Mississippi consignments. 
Southern Illinois berries would be here in ten 
days or two weeks. I doubt much if the to- 
mato crop will be seriously impaired, except 
perhaps in the extreme southern part of the 
State. 


DEMORALIZED HORSE AND HACK. 


Gotlieb Sisler Celebrates a Wedding with a

AID FOR CONNELLSVILLE STRIKERS. 


Organized Labor in Chicago Taking Active 
Steps Towards Helping the Miners. 

Organized labor in Chicago yesterday be- 
gan taking active steps toward assisting the 
18,000 miners, coke burners, and day laborers 
on strike at Connellsville, Pa. A committee 
appointed by the Trade and Labor Assembly 
began soliciting cash for the strikers. The 
committee includes J. R. Patterson of the 
Bricklayers’ Union, John Mackin of the 
Cornicemakers’ Union, and M. J. Mitchell of 
the Painters’ Union. The coke famine, which 
is threatened because of the strike, has added 
interest to this fight. The American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the Knights of Labor are 
rallying to the support of the strikers, 
because they feel that with fair sup- 
port the strike may be prolonged until 
the iron and steel industries suffer by it and 
the thousands of employés thrown out of work 
become so clamorous in their dem 
compel the mullionaire mine owners to grant 
the desired concessions to the men. In addi- 
tion to voluntary contributions labor bodies 
will be asgessed to aid the strikers. 

The Cigar Manufacturers’ Association asked 
the striking cigarmakers to meet it for confer- 
ence next Monday at Orpheus Hall. The 
strikers refused, saying so long as as- 
sociation holds as members manufacturers 
who employ non-unioh labor they will not 
confer with it. This was understood to refer 
to the factories of P. Schwartz, the Colum- 
bia, and the Frankhn. Fifty cigarmakers 
were granted their demands yesterday and re- 
sum work. Secretary H. G. Houck of 
Union No. 14 says the outlook is that by the 
first of next week but 250 of the 1,700 strikers 
will be idle.

THE ADVANCE IN MEATS. 

A great many householders are complaining 
of the fact thatthey are obliged to pay one or 
two cents per pound wore for ordinary quali- 
ties of beef, and three to five more for choice 
cuts, than were charged a few weeks ago. 
They are all the more disposed to think it an 
unjustifiable imposition, as they say there has | 
been no corresponding rise in the prices of 
mutton, lamb, or veal. Hence they denounce 
the butcher as a cheat, who, previously exact- 
ung far more than was right, is now adding to 
the amount of his extortion, and they “ want 
to know what is going to be done about it. 

Some of the grumblers may be consoled by 
the information that if the butchers did not 
charge too much a few months ago they are 
not asking too much now. The price of beef 
cattle has advanced fully 20 per cent in the 
last ten or twelve weeks. The rise mostly oc- 
curred during the last half of the winter 
season, and there has been little change in the 
market since the close of March. Cattle are 
now selling at nearly the same prices as they 


market started down as a result of the over-

‘of domestic consumers. 
It was simply a case of overproduc- 
tion, and general complaints by farmers

haps bad debts in the case of afew. Whether 
or not the difference is greater than that at 
which he could afford to do business is a 
question that only an expert can answer, but 
a look at the facts here noted should be suffl- 
cient to prove that his profits are not so out- 
rageously high as many seem to think they 
must be. That shrinkage of 48 per cent in 
passing from the live to the dressed form of 
existence is a fact, though the average citizen 
is not aware of it, and the grumblers do not 
take it into the account in their guesses at the 
prices which they think ought to content the 
retailer of meat.

The value of sucha 
trip tothe country is not unimportant. It 
gives vast numbers of the people an oppor- 
tunity to see America’s Chief Magistrate for 
the first time, and it gives the President an 
opportunity to see millions of his country- 
men and the country they live in, which is 
still more important, as it gives him a chance 
to become acquainted with the various sec- 
tions of the republic and to catch the drift 
and spirit of their views. At the same time 
he has presented to them important sugges- 
tions of high statesmanship touching our 
future national policies for the development 
of our foreign commerce; for securing better 
markets for our surplus products by means of 
reciprocity treaties; for national defense on 
land and sea; for harbor improvements; for 
a national shipcanal across the American 
isthmus, connecting the Atlantic with the Pa- 
cific and giving us control of both ocean 
shores of our hemisphere; and in support of 
the best currency, which acts on the body 
politic like good blood coursing through a 
man’s veins. If, thorefore, Gen. Harrison de- 
cides to make such a journey and is inde- 
pendent enough to foot the bills, it is no par- 
tisan Democrat’s business how well he travels.

ARKANSAS AND THE WORLD’s FAIR.

enterprise. Moreover, Nashville should cultivate 
a closer acquaintance with Chicago. It should be 
slower to regard it as a distinctive Northern city. 

The commercial value of an exhibit at the 
World’s Fair has evidently been underrated by 
those zealous legislators who held the sanctity of 
the State Treasury above the reputation off the 
State abroad. No encouragement was given the 
Legislature at the time in its opposition to a 
World's Fair appropriation, and since the body 
has disbanded, and single-handed and alone the 
representatives have retarned to their people, 
many of them have discovered that their rosy 
dreams of power to mold public sentiment were 
unwarranted by reality.

PRESIDENT HARRISON’S RECIPROCITY 
| _ RECORD. 

The Minneapolis Tribune says this paper 
makes out President Harrison to be a later 
convert to reciprocity than was actually the 
case, and calls attention to the communica- 
tion sent by him to Congress on that subject 
in June last, in which it says he urged ac- 
tion by that body and committed himself fully 
to the policy of reciprocity.” 

‘The message in question was one transmit- 
ting a letter to the President from Mr. Blaine, 
in which thé latter set forth at length the ad- 
vantages to be obtained by reciprocity treaties 
with Latin-Ainerican States and suggested an 
amendment to tne pending Tariff bill by 
which the President could be authorized to 
open the ports of the United States to the free 
admission of the products of American coun- 
tries which did not put duties on American 
breadstuffs and provisions. The letter closed 
with the remark that in order to facilitate the 
making of such agreements Congress should 
not repeal the sugar duty by direct legisla- 
tion, but allow the same object to be attained 
by the reciprocity arrangement proposed, 
which was Blaine’s idea. 

Following is the President’s letter of trans- 
mission to Congress in June, 1890: 

I trangmit herewith for your information a let- 
ter from the Secretary of State [Blaine] inclosing 
a report of the International American Confer- 
ence which recommends that reciprocal commer- 
cial treaties be entered into between the United 
States and the several other republics of this 
hemisphere. 

It has been so often and so persistently’ stated 
that our tariff laws offered an insurmountable 
barrier to a large exchangegf products with the 
Latin-American nations that I deem it proper to 
call especial attention to the fact that more than 
87 per cent of the products of those nations sent 
to our ports are now admitted free. If sugar is 
placed upon the free list, practically every im- 
portant article exported from those States will 
be given untaxed access to our markets except 
wool. The real difficulty in the way of negotiating 
profitable reciprocity treaties is that we have [al- 
ready } given freely so much that would have had 
value in the mutual concessions which such treaties 
imply. I cannot doubt, however, that the present 
advantages which the products of those near and 
friendly States enjoy in our markete—thoueh 
they are not by law exclusive—will, with other 
considerations, favorably/dispose them to adopt 
such measures by treaty or otherwise as will tend 
to equalize and greatly enlarge our mutual ex- 
changes, 

It will certainly be time enough for us to con- 
sider whether we must cheapen the cost of pro- 
duction by cheapening labor in order to gain 
access to the South American markets when we 
have fairly tried the effect of established and re- 
liable steam communication and of convenient 
methods of money exchanges. There can be no 
doubt, I think, that with these facilities well es- 
tablished, and with a rebate of duties upon im- 
ported raw materials used in the manufacture of 
goods for export, our merchants will be able to 
compete in the ports of the Latin-American na- 
tions with those of any other country. « 

If, after the Congress shall have acted upon 
pending tariff legislation, it shall appear that 
under the general treaty-making power. or under 
any.special powers given by law, our trade with 
the States represented in the conference can be 
enlarged upon a basis of mutual advantage it will 
be promptly done. 

It will be seen that Blaine had devised the 
great reciprocity scheme and had induced the 
President to indorse it to Congress. But the 
House, under the leadership of the McKinley 
Ways and Means committee, gave no atten- 
tion to Blaine’s scheme thus publicly recom- 
mended by the President, but a month or six 
weeks later passed its bill, with reciprocity 
utterly ignored and excluded. After the bill 
reached the Senate Blaine labored with that 
body and only succeeded in induomg it to 
adopt a part of his reciprocity. It cut down 
the retaliative power one-half after giving the 
sugur countries a year and a half free run of 
markets, whether reciprocated or not. This 


was a blunder.

SQUIRE GAINS HIS POINT. 


RELATIVE RATE BETWEEN THE LIVE 
ANIMAL AND THE PRODUCT. 


Rates on Live Hogs Should Be a Certain 


enger Association—Other Railway News. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
just rendered a final decision in the celebrated 
case of John P. Squire & Co. against. the Mich- 
igan Central and New York Central railroads 
regarding relative rates on live hogs, live cat- 
tle, and dressed products. ‘The complainants 
are engaged in slaughtering hogs near Boston 
and curing and selling meats, their trade lying 
in the New England and the Middle and South- 
ern States, as well as in England and other 
foreign countries. The questions presented 
grew out of the rivalry between the complain- 
ants and those engaged in the same business 
in the Western States, J. P. Squire & Co. are 
shippers of hogs from Western points, their 
main supply being drawn from there, though 
not shippers of hog products from the 
West to the East, but dlaim they are 
interested in such shipments indirect- 
ly, for the reason that their business 
cannot be carried on at a profit unless the 
carriers maintain a proportionately higher 
freight rate for the products than the live ani- 
mals, because, it is said, the protitof the sea- 
buard slaughterers depends to a large extent 
upon their ability to sell what are denominat- 
ed precious parts of the animals as fresh 
meat in the markets in the vicinity of the 
abattoirs without euring such parts; and they 
also claimed to be indirectly, although more 
remotely, interested in the freight rates on 
dressed beef, because, as it is said, if the price 
of dressed beef gdes below that of the dressed 
hog the cheapness of the former drives out the 
sale of the latter. „ f 

The finding of the commission is substan- 
tially as follows: i | 

The provision of the third section of the act to 
regulate commerce prohibiting carriers from 
making or giving any undue or pnreasonable pref- 
erence or advantage to any particular person, 
firm, company, corporation, or locality, or any 
particular description of traffic, in any respect 
whatsoever, not only applies to relative rates on 
one iption of shi to or from com- 

ting localities, but also to relative rates on dif- 
erently described articles which are competitive 
in the same markets; and n carriers have es- 
tabli on articles of competitive 
which are relatively reasonable fair they can- 
not arbitrarily select particular articles of such 
traffic and materi raise or lower rates 60 es- 

thout violating that pro- 

vision of the statute. 


The relation of the rates ought to rest upon 
fixed and stable conditions. ee 


fixing of rates, 
attempt to overcome advantages ch one 
roducer or dealer may have in his geographical 
ation and to produce equality between competi- 
tors in all markets. It would be a useless task, 
even if it had the power, to attempt to accom- 
lish such a result. The proper relation of rates 
or transportation of strictly competitive articles 
over the same line sho be determined by 
reference to respective costs of service ascertain 
with all possible accuracy. 

Violation by one carrier of principles laid down 
in this case as governing relative rates on com- 
petitive articles does not justify similar viola- 
tions by its competitors. 

The rates involved in this case are those on 
live hogs, live cattle, and the dressed products of 
each. These are found to be competitive com- 
modities and therefore entitled to relatively rea- 
sonable rates for transportation proportioned to 
each other according to the respective costs of 
service.
